House Votes 
New Tools 
for the EEOC 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has voted to give the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission new tools—federal 
court suits—to fight job dis- 
crimination, but not the broad 
powers sought for the agency 
by civil-rights groups. 


Republicans and Southern 


Democrats joined forces Thurs- 
day to defeat 202 to 197 a bill 
that would have armed the 
agency with authority to issue 
its own orders barring dis- 
crimination. 


Then the House passed 285 to 


106 a milder, administration- 
backed substitute permitting 
the EEOC to bring federal suits 
against employers charged with 
discrimination in employment 
on the basis of race, sex, reli- 
gion or national origin. 


Individuals and the Justice 


Department now can file suits 
against job discrimination, but 
the EEOC does not have the 
power. It can only mediate and 
seek voluntary compliance. 


The five-vote defeat of the 


stronger measure was a dis- 
appointment 
to 
civil-rights 


forces, who had been working 
for six years to strengthen the 
EEOC. 


The fight to give the EEOC 


its own order-issuing powers 
now switches to the Senate, 
which last year passed a bill 
similar to the one rejected by 
the House Thursday.

Nixon Promises Some 
Post-freeze Restraints 
on Wages and Prices

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon says his post-freeze 
economic program will restrain 
wages and prices in major in- 
dustries, a clue that he may be 
aiming toward selective rather 
than across-the-board inflation 
controls. 


"It will have teeth in it," 


Nixon told newsmen at an im- 
promptu 
news 
conference 


Thursday. "You cannot have 
jawboning 
that 
is 
effective 


without teeth." 


But Nixon went no further on 


what will follow 
the 
90-day 


wage-price-rent freeze on Nov. 
13, in what is popularly known 
as Phase 2. 


"Phase 2 will be strong," he 


said. "It will be effective. It 
will deal with the problem of 
wages and prices, and will re- 
strain wages and prices in ma- 
jor industries." 


Governors who met with Nix- 


on reported he agreed with 
them that wage-price curbs to 
follow the freeze will remain in 
effect indefinitely. 


If 
Nixon 
announced 
that 


Phase 2 would operate only for 
a fixed length of time, special 
interests might manipulate for 
their 
individual advantages, 


said Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr. of 
West Virginia, new chairman of 
the National Governor's Con- 
ference. 


The post-freeze program is 


being shaped by the Cost of 
Living 
Council, 
headed 
by 


Treasury 
Secretary 
John B. 


Connally. 


Nixon's news conference was 


the first indication that selective 
wage-price restraints, probably 
on large corporations, may be 
the key to his Phase 2 plan. 


Moore also reported the Pres- 


ident said a ceiling on interest 
rates would be considered for 
the post-freeze program. The 
freeze does not cover interest 
rates. 


Nixon added that the 10-per- 


cent import surcharge will be 
maintained until a permanent 
solution 
is found 
for weak- 


nesses in the international mon- 
etary system and the nation's 
balance-of-payments deficit. 


Before the surcharge is lifted, 


he said, "we have to address 
ourselves to burden-sharing and 
we have to address ourselves 
also to trade restraints, in- 
cluding monetary barriers." 


Domestically, 
Nixon 
said, 


Americans are supporting the 
wage-price freeze and "don't 
want to have a freeze followed 
by a thaw where you can get 
stuck in the mud, and we are 
not going to have that kind of 
thing." 


The President repeated his 


prediction that 1971 will be a 
"good year" and 1972 a "very 
good year" for the economy, 
but he added a new wrinkle to

Reds Harden, 
Peace Talks 
at New Low

PARIS (AP) — The three- 


year-old Vietnam peace talks 
are at a new low point follow- 
ing an abrupt and unexplained 
hardening of the Communist 
position. 


North Vietnamese negotiator 


Xuan Thuy and his spokesman, 
Nguyen Thanh Le, dropped a 
bombshell into Thursday's 129th 
weekly session of the talks with 
the renunciation of all their re- 
cent hints of a readiness to 
compromise. 


The Communist reversal sur- 


prised some optimistic Western 
politicians who took the hints at 
face value. One of these was 
Sen. George S. McGovern, D- 
S.D., a presidential aspirant 
whose 
interpretation 
of 
the 


Communist position was repu- 
diated by Thuy and Le. 


Less surprised was the U.S. 


delegation, which had poured 
cold water all along on the sug- 
gestion that Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong might be prepared to 
drop some of their basic de- 
mands for the sake of peace. 


It had appeared 
that the 


Communist negotiators had sig- 
naled outside the conference 
room that they were prepared 
to conclude and implement a 
separate peace with the United 
States. 


Such a peace would have 


freed most American prisoners 
in return for an American com- 
mitment to withdraw every 
American soldier and adviser 
from South Vietnam by the end 
of this year. Negotiations on 
South Vietnam's political future 
would have continued, but 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
would have remained in power 
and Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
would have pursued the war 
against his forces. 


That deal, strongly backed 


only last Sunday by McGovern, 
is off. The Communist negotia- 
tors declared 
Thursday that 


they intend to release their 
prisoners only after the United 
States has removed Thieu from 
office in Saigon. Such American 
action would be contrary to the 
announced aims of the Nixon 
administration.

Senate Draft 
Vote Victory 
for Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate defeated today a move 
to reject a compromise draft 
extension 
and 
military 
pay 


raise bill already approved by 
the House. 


The vote was 47 to 36. 
The action, a key victory for 


President Nixon, came on a 
motion 
by Majority Leader 


Mike Mansfield, D-Mont, to 
table the long-stalled legisla- 
tion. The President's draft au- 
thority expired on June 30. 


Nixon, who made an elev- 


enth-hour concession 
on the 


bill's pay raise features to win 
over crucial votes, told a news 
conference 
Wednesday 
that 


scuttling the draft would jeop- 
ardize negotiations aimed at a 
mutual East-West arms reduc- 
tion. 


Despite 
today's 
vote, 
the 


months long Senate fight over 
the draft bill will go on. Viet- 
nam war critics and foes of any 
draft law have vowed to filibus- 
ter against Senate approval of 
the measure. 


Defeat of Mansfield's tabling 


amendment, however, appeared 
to kill any chance that his end- 
the-war amendment would be 
included in the legislation to ex- 
tend the draft for two years. 


The amendment, approved by 


the Senate in its original draft 
bill, called for the withdrawal 
of all U.S. military forces in In- 
dochina in nine months pro- 
vided American prisoners of 
war were released. 


The House refused to accept 


it. And Senate-House conferees, 
in reaching a compromise, wa- 
tered it down to call for an end 
to U.S. military operations In 
Indochina at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 


Mansfield's 
tabling 
motion 


was intended as a first step to- 
ward sending the bill back to 
conference, with Senate confer- 
ees instructed to insist on fixing 
a deadline for American with- 
drawal. 


Mansfield told newsmen in 


advance of the vote that if the 
tabling motion were rejected, 
he would reoffer his end-the- 
war amendment to the military 
procurement bill, coming up 
next in the Senate, or to some 
other appropriate measure. 


The Mansfield amendment, 


strongly opposed by President 
Nixon, has been a key issue in 
the lengthy Senate battle over 
the draft bill.

Accidental 
War Danger

WASHINGTON ( A P I - The 


United States and the Soviet 
Union will announce late next 
week two agreements aimed at 
lessening the danger of acci- 
dental war, sources say. 


The agreements are to be 


signed by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister 
Andrei 
A. 


Gromyko at the end of this 
month, the sources said. 


One of the agreements is to 


modernize the White House- 
Kremlin hotline by using satel- 
lite communications. The other 
provides for quick consultation 
in case of a nuclear accident, 
so one side will not conclude 
mistakenly that it is under at- 
tack from the other. 


The accords, a side affair to 


the U.S.-Soviet strategic arms 
limitation talks (SALT), are not 
major in themselves but do fit 
into a widening pattern of ten- 
sion-easing 
negotiations 
be- 


tween the two big powers on a 
variety of issues. 


Another current example is 


the meeting slated in Moscow 
in October between high U.S. 
and Soviet navy officials on 
ways to cut down collisions and 
other incidents between their 
fleets at sea. 


The basic aim of the SALT 


parley is to curb the super-pow- 
er arms race. Negotiators have 
been working since 1969 on pro- 
posals for mutual limits on an- 
tiballistic missiles and offensive 
nuclear-delivery systems. 


The hotline talks among ex- 


perts accompanying the SALT 


: delegations began last spring. 
The special Moscow-Washing- 
ton communications link was 
set up in 1963 after the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
verged on nuclear war over So- 
viet shipment of missiles to 
Cuba. 


Since then, long-distance in- 


ternational 
communications 


have been revolutionized by 
new technology of 22,300-mile- 
high satellites which relay elec- 
tronic signals around the world. 
The present hotline still de- 
pends mainly on transatlantic 
submarine 
cables 
and 
land 


lines across Europe. 


Meanwhile, the main SALT 


talks are continuing at Helsinki 
with prospects for an agree- 
ment this fall still uncertain. 
Washington and Moscow an- 
nounced last May they will 
push for an ABM agreement 
this year plus measures to limit 
offensive weapons.

Nixon, apart from saying ar- 


rangements are going well, was 
cagey 
about 
acknowledging 


that American and mainland 
Chinese representatives are in- 
volved in planning his trip. He 
spoke only of talks about tim- 
ing and agenda "that may be 
under consideration." 


Another White House source 


said the American-Chinese ar- 
rangements 
are 
now being 


worked out. And while no one 
at the White House would say, 
there has been increasing spec- 
ulation that Nixon will journey 
to Peking this year. 


The 
President's 
38-minute 


news conference ranged over 
about a dozen topics, foreign 
and domestic, and included 
these highlights: 


—The

freeze will be followed by "a 
strong, effective follow-on pro- 
gram" that will seek to re- 
strain labor and management 
in major industries and "vitally 
important, it will have teeth in 
it."

wives to use phosphate deter- 
gents instead of nonpolluting 
substitutes. 


Federal 
officials 
still 
say 


phosphates are a major water 
pollutant because they lead to a 
depletion of the oxygen supply 
in water. 


But newly developed substi- 


tutes "are highly caustic and 
clearly constitute a health haz- 
ard, which phosphates do not," 
Surgeon General Jesse L. Stein- 
feld said Wednesday. 


"My advice to the house- 


wife," he said, "would be to 
use a phosphate detergent. It is 
safe for the household." 


Some of the nonphosphates on 


the market, he said, contain in- 
gredients that, if swallowed, in- 
haled or introduced into the 
eyes, might injure 
humans, 


particularly children. 


Steinfeld read the joint state-

He Must Learn to 
Cook for Himself 


Hy Lawrence Lamb. M.I). 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I am 93 


years old and in very good 
health, weigh 160. same as I 
weighed 70 years ago. Eight 
months ago my housekeeper 
had a stroke and I was left 
by myself to do my cooking, 
not b e i n g able to find a 
housekeeper. 


I am no cook and began 


having burning and itching 
on my side below my armpit 
and was told it was caused 
by poor diet. Can you give 


. 
me a diet for a man who has 
to cook for himself? 1 am a 
truck gardener on a farm 
and still work my own gar- 
den. What I want to know is 
how a bachelor can cook and 
stay well. 


D e a r R c a d c r — Don't 


worry, it isn't hard to cook. 
You might consider, though, 
boarding out one meal a day. 


Take some type of multiple 


vitamin tablet every 
day. 


True, with a balanced diet 
you wouldn't need them, but 
then again you may not be 
getting all the vitamins you 
need at first. It's good in- 
surance. 
I recommend this 


to all older people who no 
longer eat as they should. 


A good variety of commer- 


cial soups are available and 
you can follow the directions 
on the container without any 
trouble. The only one that 
gives me pause is cream of 
mushroom s o u p , which is 
h i g h e r in fat than most 
others. 


You can surely 
grill a 


steak under the broiler in 
your oven. 
That's pretty 


simple. 
I also recommend 


boiling beef. 
Get a good 


lean 
roast 
a n d 
remove 


most of the fat. Put it in a 
covered roasting pan and 
cover the meat with water. 
Cut up some potatoes, car- 
rots and, if you like, an onion 
or two and put them in the 
roaster. Put the whole thing 
in the oven (covered) and 
cook at an oven temperature 
around 350 degrees until the 
meat is tender. Now you will 
have rheat, potatoes and car- 
rots. The broth from the 
water, meat and vegetables 
is also good. Season to your 
own taste. 


You should have plenty of 


fresh vegetables from your 
truck patch and raw vege- 
tables — tomatoes, peppers, 
lettuce and radishes. Most 
other vegetables are easily 
prepared by boiling. You can 
buy your bread and low-fat 
milk, fresh fruit and you 
may in time branch out to 
roast poultry. All you need 
is a little confidence and you 
can cook a good meal for 
yourself in no time. 


The advantage of boiled 


meat is that you can reheat 
the whole dish for another 
meal. Or you can divide the 
dish into small packages for 
the freezer and h e a t the 
packages one at a time for 
subsequent meals.

slam force invented by Ely 
Culbertson almost 40 years 
ago. In its simplest form, 
you use five no-trump to ask 
your partner to bid seven if 
he holds two of the three top 
honors in trumps. 


South had a perfect hand 


for this bid after North first 
bid a heart and then gave a 
double jump o r e f or 6h c l 
from clubs to diamonds. 


East was tempted to dou- 


ble for a heart lead, but the 
grand slam force indicated 
that South didn't hold any 
hearts, so East just passed. 


The grand slam made eas- 


ily but, strangely enough, it 
was a bad result. The game 
was team of four and at the 
other table North bid six 
dirmonds at some stage of 
the proceedings. East dou- 
bled for a heart lead. 


South paused to perform 


some calculations and found 
that six diamonds redoubled 
with an overtrick would be 
worth 2,180 
points, while

SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) - 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
may have enhanced his politi- 
cal standing among Republican 
governors with his low-keyed 
performance at the 63rd Na- 
tional Governors Conference. 


Agnew 
had 
stirred 
con- 


troversy at two earlier confer- 
ences of the governors. But this 
time his profile was low, his 
tone drew liberal GOP praise, 
and he went away as the con- 
ference choice to take., full, 
charge of their liaison with 
Washington. 


There was no talk of any 


movement 
to dump Agnew 


from the 1972 GOP ticket. Only 
one GOP governor said 
he 


thought Agnew should be re- 
placed, and he declined to be 
quoted by name. 


"I don't know there's any in- 


dication he isn't going to be the 
candidate, unless it is by his 
own choice," said Gov. Ronald 
Reagan of California. Reagan 
said President Nixon and Ag- 
new would present the strong- 
est ticket the GOP could field 
in 1972. 


"I wouldn't have any trouble 


supporting Agnew on the basis 
of 1971," said Gov. Tom McCall 
of Oregon, who had been sharp- 
ly critical of Agnew's campaign 
tone and style in 1970. 


When Agnew defended his 


campaign in sharp terms at a 
conference of Republican gov- 
ernors in Sun Valley, Idaho, 
McCall termed it "a nasty, bi- 
goted little speech." 


But McCall said he found a 


new tone in Agnew's San Juan 
appearance.

NEW YORK (AP) - Scien- 


tists are building a stronger 
and stronger case for the theo- 
ry that viruses can cause can- 
cer. 


"All we can really do now," 


says virologist 
F. 
Kingsley 


Sanders, "is establish guilt by 
association." 


But if scientists could prove a 


virus causes cancer, it might 
be possible to go on and devel- 
op a vaccine against the dis- 
ease. This is complicated, how- 
ever, because you can't ethical- 
ly give a suspected 
cancer 


virus to a human to see what 
happens. 


Basically, many virologists 


now 
think a 
cancer 
virus 


doesn't infect a person, directly 


•using the disease, but that it 


has to be "turned on" some- 
how—perhaps by another virus, 
by radiation, by chemicals, to- 
bacco smoke, or by just getting 
old. 


This theory of cancer dates 


from 1911, when the late Dr. 
Peyton Rous, of what is now 
Rockefeller University, proved 
that cancer from a chicken 
muscle could be transmitted to 
healthy chickens by an extract 
from the tumor. 


Rous' work was met with 


skepticim and it took 55 years 
before he was recognized with 
the Nobel prize in medicine. 


Virus-cancer research results 


came slowly over the years, un- 
til the late 1950s. From then on 
the work accelerated. Now 
there is a sense of excitement 
among virologists, along with a 
steady stream of major reports 
in recent months. 


One version of the new virus- 


cancer thinking comes 
from 


Dr. Robert J. Huebner and Dr. 
George J. Todaro, of the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute, who 
think the actual seeds for can- 
cer, in the form of genetic in- 
gredients, are present in all of 
us from conception. 


Something genetic keeps the 


virus in check normally, but 
then something else switches it 
on, and the cancer, this na- 
tion's No. 2 killer, begins to 
grow. 


Virologist Sanders, a vice 


president of the Sloan-Kettering 
Institute for Cancer Research, 
reported strong evidence early 
this month for dual virus in- 
fection in Hodgkin's disease, a 
cancer of the lymph nodes. 


Sanders and his associate, 


Magdalena Eisinger, said they 
have evidence for the presence 
of two kinds of viruses in ma- 
lignant cells taken from 10 per- 
sons with Hodgkin's disease, 
perhaps with one triggering the 
other. 


Again, this doesn't constitute 


proof, but Sanders is about to 
embark on one of the more un- 
usual ventures in cancer re- 
search. He wants to check 
friends, relatives and members 
of 
the 
Albany, N.Y., High 


School class of 1954 to see if 
any of them have antibodies to 
the virus in their blood. 


The class of 1954 has been 


identified, in a 
controversial 


study, as the starting point of 
an "extended epidemic" of 13 
cases of Hodgkin's disease. If 
others have 
antibodies—pro- 


duced by the body in response 
to a foreign substance—it would 
indicate the Hodgkin's virus is 
infectious. 


Here are some of the other 


recent advances: 


—Drs. Elizabeth S. Priori and 


Leon Dmochowski of the M.D. 
Anderson Hospital and Tumor 
Institute in Houston, Tex., re- 
ported in July the isolation of a 
human cancer virus from cells 
taken from a cancer victim. 
The findings, however, has 
been sharply challenged by oth- 
er experts. 


—Dr. Sol Spiegelman of the 


Columbia Presbyterian Medical 
Center and Dr. Dan J. Moore of 
the Institute for Medical Re- 
search in Camden, N.J., report- 
ed last spring that a virus-like 
particle found in women's milk, 
in women in Bombay, is a hu- 
man breast cancer virus. This, 
too, has been questioned. 


—Dr. Howard Temin of the 


University 
of 
Wisconsin 
at 


Madison has proposed that there 


of cell biology. 


And while there are great ex- 


pectations, there also is cau- 
tion. Virologist Sanders cau- 
tions that it's really pretty easy 
to find viruses or what look like 
viruses in cancer cells. 


But the mere presence of a 


virus isn't enough to establish 
it as the cause of a tumor. 


"When a bus contains a lot of 


people," Sanders explained, 
"any one individual is more 
likely to be a passenger than 
the driver."

Were Killed 


FT. MCPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— Capt. Ernest L. Medina has 
testified that he had no knowl- 
edge at the time of an infantry 
assault on My Lai that his 
troops were killing innocent ci- 
vilians in the South Vietnamese 
hamlet. 


"Reflecting back now, I know 


that ... I lost control ... be- 
cause I know that now there 
were a lot of noncombatants 
killed by my company," Me- 
dina told his murder trial jury 
Thursday. "But if I had been 
aware of it that day, I would 
have stopped it and I would not 
have let it happen." 


It dawned on him only hours 


afterwards that innocent civil- 
ians had died by the score in 
My Lai before the rifles of his 
men, Medina said, after a supe- 
rior asked him to check out 
such a report. 


He was asked what Lt. Wil- 


liam L. Calley Jr., one of his 
platoon leaders at My Lai, told 
him when he asked Calley how 
many noncombatants had been 
killed. 


"Well, 
he 
hemmed 
and 


hawed. He wouldn't give me a 
direct answer. I said, 'Well, 
was it 100? Was it more than 
100? Was it 50?'" 


Calley finally answered, Me- 


dina said: "Well, maybe, I 
guess it was more than 50." 


Medina, 
35, 
of Montrose, 


Colo., gave a three-hour ac- 
count 
of 
his 
command 
of 


Charlie Company during its 
sweep through My Lai on 
March 16, 1968. 


The defense is expected to 


rest its case today. 


Medina is accused of failing 


to intervene while his men 
killed 100 Vietnamese civilians, 
of personally shooting a wom- 
an, of ordering the shooting of 
a small boy and of assaulting a 
Viet Cong suspect by firing two 
shots over his head. 


He could be sentenced to life 


imprisonment on any one of the 
102 murder charges. 


Calmly 
and 
methodically, 


with the air of a combat officer 
reporting to superiors, Medina 
faced the jury as he told of 
happening upon 20 to 28 Viet- 
namese civilians clustered in 
dea'th along a trail in the vil- 
lage. 


"I assumed that they were 


killed by helicopter gunsnips, 
small-arms fire, artillery," he 
said. 


His defense attorney, F. Lee 


Bailey, asked: "Did you go 
over and make an inspection of 
the bodies?" 


"No sir," replied Medina. 
Medina said he issued a 


cease-fire order shortly after 
spotting the bodies.
